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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration is acknowledged and entered. Claims 1-35 are 
pending. Claims 1-23 and 30-35 are withdrawn from consideration. Claims 24-29 are 
examined. 

Response to Arguments 

2. The rejection of claims 24-29 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Glenn in view 
of McCluskie (of record) is withdrawn in view of Applicant's persuasive arguments. 

3. The rejection of claims 24-29 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Sarphie in 
view of McCluskie (of record) is maintained for reasons of record. Applicant's arguments have 
been carefully considered but fail to persuade. 

Applicant mainly argues that there is no motivation to combine McCluskie's adjuvant 
with Sarphie' s method because McCluskie fails to teach the use of CT for application to the skin. 
In response, the Office points to Sarphie, page 22, line 20, which discloses that the use of CT as 
an adjuvant in the particulate vaccine composition is contemplated. In view of this disclosure by 
Sarphie, one of ordinary skill would have expected McCluskie's synergistic adjuvant system to 
succeed in Sarphie's method.
